Worse, m uch w orse tha n the m a n who ta kes ca ndy 
from ba bies is the brute who bea ts them within an inch 
of their liv es. One horrible ex a m p le ha s been uncov ered 
in New York recently of a fa ta l hea ting which ha s out­ 
ra g ed th e com m unity . 
Its a ng er ha s turned not a lone 
on the perpetra tor but on the fa m ily court that ca llously 
turned ov er a child from the sa fety of the foundling hos­ 
pita l a nd the child’s foster pa rents to her mother, w hose 
husba nd ha s been a ccused of the m urder of his step 
child. 
As a result, the N ew York Sta te A ssem bly J udicia ry 
C om m ittee ha s prepa red what 
is believ ed to be the 
na tion's bill of rig hts for a bused children. 
Cha rg ing 
tha t the child’s ca se w a s misha ndled by the fa m ily 
court and all other a g encies inv olv ed, the leg isla tiv e 
com m ittee proposes an ov erha ul of fa m ily court proce­ 
dures, the rev ision of a m ending of all sta te la ws dea ling 
with child a buse and neg lect and the g a thering and 
use of all pertinent informa tion in such ca ses. 
Manx persons who ha v e rea son to suspect child a buse 
- including hospita l personnel, school tea chers and so 
cia l workers who se e ba ttered children—do not report 
the incident. 
The child protection leg isla tion offers im- 
inumtv for those prov iding informa tion. 
A bill of rig hts 
ior a bused children should be a na tionwide concern.

former Indian 
Ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions. will deliver the Centen­ 
nial’s keynote address Friday, 
April 25 at 7:30 p.m. on “ The 
Relevance of Gandhi’s Concepts 
and Practice on the Interna­ 
tional Scene and National So 
cieties.” 
Collaborating with New Paltz 
in the three day program will 
be four other Mid Hudson col 
leges: 
Bard. 
Bennett, 
Mount 
St. M ary’s and Vassar. 
The Gandhi Centennial com­ 
mittee said that few men in 
history have reached, as the i 
Indian leader did. beyond the 
frontiers of their country, or 
influenced 
world 
affairs 
and 
political thought as much as 
Mahatma Gandhi. 
The frail, humble Indian led 
his followers through a series 
of non-violent demonstrations, 
personal fasts, non-compliance 
with laws, and jailings to his 
objective 
of 
making 
Indians 
free of British rule, and of free­ 
ing them from their own fetters 
of caste and untouchability. 
In 1948. he was assassinated 
—after four previous attempts 
on his life—by a more violent 
promoter of Indian freedom.

New 
Paltz 
Centennial 
committee 
says 
Gandhi 
was 
profoundly 
r e l i g i o u s 
and 
“ taught us all to love each 
other 
as 
Hindus, 
Muslims, 
Christians, Jews, 
and others.

and foreign and native oppres­ 
sion.” 


The Indian emancipator was 
noted for his long hard hours 
of work and prayer: 
and in 
spite of his own power and in­ 
fluence 
among 
the 
world's 
greatest leaders, he was known 
for his simple and quiet living 
in his efforts to achieve, by 
moral and non violent means, 
the political, social, and eco 
nomic ends he sought. 
He loved the art of painting, 
he admired the world’s archi­ 
tectural masterpieces, he was 
a friend of poets, and he loved 
music. He also revived village 
industries and initiated action 
both in India and South Africa 
to secure the rights of his fel­ 
low Indians. 
His action in the field of hu­ 


man rights — through non-vio 
lence and non compliance with 
laws he recognized as unjust 
and unfair — influenced Martin 
Luther King Jr. in his country 
in the Nobel peace prize win­ 
ner’s efforts to bring freedom' 
to his fellow blacks. 
The Gandhi influence is ex­

Mott new cart look lika other cart. But when th# 
word get# out that something really different it on 
the way, rumors run wild. Few cart have caused 
at much talk at Maverick.
